Two accused 
murderers appear 

Judge gives history of 
drug case leading to ruling 


Beattyville was one of 29 Kentucky water 
systems to violate health-related standards 
for drinking water, according to reports 
from the state Division of Water to the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Kentucky Health News reported Tuesday 
that the violations are reported in the aggre¬ 
gate, not the specific. That being the case, 
KHN asked for the list. 

The most common violations were for 
compounds that are usually a byproduct of 
drinking-water chlorination; trihalometh- 
anes, some of which can cause cancer, and 
haloacetic acids, which are suspected of be¬ 
ing carcinogenic but have not been proven 
to be so. 


T* he Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
has awarded contracts for two projects in 
Lee County.

Other violations were for the presence of 
coliform bacteria, which are common in the 
feces of warm-blooded animals, and turbid¬ 
ity, which has no direct effects but can make 
water more susceptible to contamination, 
according to KHN. 

Beattyville’s violation was for turbidity 
and coliforms. Campton was cited twice for 
haloacetic acids. Hazard was cited once for 
haloacetic acids. 

The other 26 systems were located else¬ 
where in the state.

Doug Mays for a comment was not returned 
by press time.

The other project is a $189,220 bridge 
replacement on Elk Lick Creek Road. It is 
to be completed by August 30. 


T he two people accused of the open Lee 
County murder cases were in circuit court 
Friday, and another defendant decided to 
not accept a plea agreement he had previ¬ 
ously approved. 

Madeline Lykins, accused of shooting 
to death her husband late last year in their 
St. Helens home, appeared on a bond mo¬ 
tion by her attorney, public defender Sarah 
Bryant. 

Bryant requested a review of bond, 
but the Commonwealth is recommending 
$100,000 property. 

Bryant also told Judge Tom Jones that 
lab results show that the blood splatter on 
her defendant’s sweatshirt is not human. 
She also said that blood on a slipper is 
inconclusive. 

Melvin Slone, accused of the shooting 
death of Beattyville businesswoman Martha 
Hollar, appeared for his arraignment. His 
public defenders entered a not guilty plea 
for him. One of them, Sam Cox, said he 
planned on filing a bond motion. 

A status hearing is scheduled for August 
15. 

Defense Attorney Michael Eubanks told 
Judge Jones that his client, David Johnson 
(1968), had decided not to accept a plea deal 
that had been arranged. 

The 2012 case has been going on for 
some time. Jones had rejected a diversion 
plea earlier, saying that Johnson’s criminal 
history did not dictate that. 

The charge in this case is first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance. 

Eubanks and Assistant Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Kristen Clouse approached the 
bench for an extensive discussion. 

Following that, Jones set January 16 for 
a plea or trial. Jones is leaving the bench at 
the end of this year, and so a new judge will 
inherit the case. 

The judge filed an order Monday that 
gives a history of the case, and not setting 
aside the plea, but leaving it for a status 
hearing or for any motion by the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

In his order, Jones says that Johnson 
told Eubanks the night before Friday’s ap¬ 
pearance that he would not enter his plea 
of three years with the Commonwealth 
opposing probation. 

The order also says that Eubanks was in¬ 
tending to withdraw from the case because 
of his client’s decision. 

Quoting extensively from Monday’s or¬ 
der, Jones said, “The Court initially rejected 
the far too lenient deal of diversion for the 
thrice indicted Defendant on drug traffick¬ 
ing charges as not only did the Defendant 
have three indictments for drug trafficking 
but had a previous marijuana trafficking 
misdemeanor conviction which made 
diversion inappropriate. The Court does 
not simply want good behavior while on 
probation and diversion but for defendant 
to not come back to court. 

“Nonetheless, after rejecting the plea a 
series of events occurred which the Court 
explained to the prosecutor and defense 
counsel that the Court believes it mis¬ 
handled. After rejecting the plea, defense 
counsel gave the Court a brief lecture how 
the Court simply incarcerates people and 
involves itself in plea deals more than any 
other Court he deals with. He also stated 
how mistreated he was by this Court as 
compared to other Courts. The Defendant 
himself sometime later told a co-worker 
of the Court that he was going to blow if 
he did not get his case over soon presum¬ 
ably to his satisfaction. This Court entered 
an eight page order discussing possible 
sanctions with counsel but cooler heads 
prevailed and the order was sealed and 
after discussing the matter with Defendant 
no action was taken. The Court did refuse 
to recuse because it felt it had the right to 


reject the lenient plea deal and now the 
Court believes it should have taken action 
on one or both of the offending parties. 
Even simply stopping defense counsel’s 
rant for lack of a better term and/or having 
the Defendant indicted for Intimidating a 
Legal Participant or Attempting to do so 
would have then caused the Court to grant 
the recusal motion. Instead, by toughing it 
out, the Defendant seems now to feel pro¬ 
bation is an impossibility. The point is, had 
the Court acted early on, it would not have 
been on the bench to oppress the Defendant; 
at least in his mind.” 

Jones goes on discussing some “what 
ifs”, along with more recent actions. He also 
discusses Eubanks’ “rant” against the court 
as contempt and Johnson’s concern that he 
is going to prison. 

He concludes, “Therefore, the Court 
feels that pushing the date back (January 
16) to when the Court is not on the bench 
should resolve everyone’s concerns. In the 
meantime, the belief the Defendant has that 
this Court is out to get him, which is false, 
because it rejected his plea deals twice and 
approved a three year jail recommendation 
for which probation was not ruled upon 
and the guilty plea had not been entered 
can be laid to rest and he can have a differ¬ 
ent judge without this judge unnecessarily 
recusing for approving a deal it had a right 
to reject.” 

Jones then ordered: “1. This matter I set 
by previous docket entry as to court dates; 
2. The Court does not recuse or set aside 
the mediated plea agreement but sets this 
matter for a status hearing for any Common¬ 
wealth’s motion to enforce plea agreement if 
it so desires or other appropriate action.” 

Also Friday, Jones appointed public de¬ 
fender Bryant as the attorney for Heriberto 
Ortiz, 47, who was arraigned in a high-pro¬ 
file case of alleged Medicaid fraud. 

According to a press release from the state 
Attorney General’s Office, “Ortiz worked 
as a caregiver for Rock Arch Refuge, a 
company in Lee County that provides Med¬ 
icaid-funded services to disabled patients. 
According to court documents, from Febru¬ 
ary 2013 until December 2013, Ortiz alleg¬ 
edly submitted false timesheets for services 
he did not perform, resulting in a loss to 
the Kentucky Medicaid program of more 
than $30,000. Additionally, court document 
indicate that Ortiz was an associate of Sh¬ 
eryl Bruner, who pleaded guilty in Fayette 
Circuit Court last week to engaging in or 
devising a scheme to defraud the Kentucky 
Medicaid program.” 

Ortiz is out of jail on bond, and is sched¬ 
uled to appear in Lee Circuit Court on 
August 15 for a pretrial hearing. 

Benny Gumm (1955) pled guilty to 
tampering with physical evidence and 
promoting contraband in the first degree. 
He was sentenced to five years, diverted 
for five years. 

John Law (1981) was sentenced to two 
years, but is already eligible for parole. 

His attorney, Bruce Francisky, asked for 
probation, but Jones said that Law had a 
bond violation and a failure to appear. For 
those reasons, Jones said he was concerned 
that Law could not successfully survive pro¬ 
bation. He has already served 176 days. 
Robbie Allen’s (1979) probation was re¬ 
voked because he had absconded and had 
no contact with Probation and Parole for a 
year. He must serve his five years. 

Matthew Williams (1978) pled guilty to 
complicity to cultivating more than five 
marijuana plants and is scheduled to be 
sentenced to two years. 

Williams asked the judge if a superceding 
indictment, which including a trafficking 
charge, eliminated the original indictment

People Encourag¬ 
ing People is not dead. 
The great American author, 
Mark Twain, is frequently 
credited with this response 
to an obituary about him 
while he was still alive, “The 
rumors of my death have 
been greatly exaggerated.” 

History has a habit of 
repeating itself. Despite 
the fact People Encour¬ 
aging People exhausted 
the Drug Free Community 
Grant funding in 2010 , with 
judicious management of 
resources, partnering with 
other agencies, the sup¬ 
port of local businesses, 
the chamber, the school 
system, other non profits, 
and government and a very 
understanding landlord, 
who is strongly influenced 
by Lynda Congleton, the 
doors have stayed open for 
at least 6 hours a day, five 
days a week. PEP is strug¬ 
gling, but the rumors of its 
death have been greatly 
exaggerated. 

Oh the glory days of PEP, 
2000 to 2010 , were heady 
days, no doubt. PEP com¬ 
peted every year for a feder¬ 
ally sponsored “Drug Free 
Community (DFC)” grant 
and was one of the very 
few organizations to receive 
the $ 100,000 annual grant 
for the full ten years it was 
available. Under the guid¬ 
ance of a cavalcade of direc¬ 
tors like HB Elkins, Dustin 
Adams, Terry Tipton and 
Brenda Campbell, the pro¬ 
gram brought free high 
speed internet and com¬ 
puters to the county and 
provided access for many 
who had no other means 
to surf the internet for fun, 
business and education. 

The programs for young 
people attacked the attrac¬ 
tiveness of the drug culture 
on multiple fronts, Scores 
of young people traveled 
to Washington, Churchill 
Downs, and other points 
of interest to learn more 
about the world outside of 
Lee County. Thousands 
have used the computers, 
attended movie nights, 
participated in plays, con¬ 
tests, haunted houses, drug 
awareness training, fishing, 
basketball and numerous 
arts and business develop¬ 
ment programs. From sell¬ 
ing on e-bay to martial arts, 
PEP has sponsored and 
made possible several pro¬ 
grams which have launched 
young entrepreneurs and 


provided education and 
entertainment for not just 
the young, but people of 
all ages. 

The People Encourag¬ 
ing People mission has 
not been funded solely by 
the DFC grant. The board 
which has been open to 
the entire community has 
at times had local officials, 
faith based representatives, 
educators, teens, and busi¬ 
ness people, local college 
representatives and been 
chaired by Lynda Congle¬ 
ton, Glenna Cummins, and 
Chuck Caudill. The broad 
view of the board has at 
various times developed 
grants with Robert Woods 
Johnson, Appalachian Re¬ 
gional Commission UNITE, 
Brushy Fork, Grow Ap¬ 
palachia, Kentucky Coun¬ 
cil for the Arts, and other 
public and private funding 
sources. PEP has created a 
financing source for a broad 
spectrum of programs 
which range from help to 
put in a garden to build¬ 
ing a soccer program. PEP 
has been innovative and at 
the forefront of bringing 
funding and programs into 
the county. At one time it 
could be measured in the 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year, now, with a 
single paid staff member 
working part time, at tens 
of thousands. 

In the great scheme of 
things, for less than $ 20,000 
a year, PEP is a resource 
used by 10-30 people a day 
for internet, 5-20 people for 
classes, 5-25 for meetings. 
It has a grant writer and 
manager, and has a board 
which supports a multitude 
of faith based and secular 
community programs. PEP 
is currently the manager 
for the Grow Appalachia 
grant, UNITE grants and is 
working with EKU, More- 
head State, Kentucky In¬ 
novations, Network, and 
the Area Technical Cen¬ 
ter to develop job training 
programs and a culture of 
entrepreneurship. 

In closing, People Encour¬ 
aging People is always look¬ 
ing for new board members. 
Everyone is welcome and 
encouraged to participate in 
focusing the mission. Call 
to get more information 
or attend our next meeting 
on July 28 at 5 PM in the 
PEP building.

of cultivating. 

Jones, along with the 
defense and prosecuting 
attorneys discussed the law 
involved, with the judge at 
one point saying that if Wil¬ 
liams was correct that cases 
against his wife and father 
(both related cases) should 
disappear. Both the wife 
and father had previously 
pled guilty. 

Jones told him that 
if that were the case he 
would be facing the more 
serious charge of traffick¬ 
ing. Williams accepted the 
agreement on the original 
cultivation charge. 

Probation is not part of 
the plea agreement. 

Williams’ wife, Tamara 
(1976) had pled guilty to 
tampering with physical ev¬ 
idence. She was sentenced 
to five years, diverted for 
five years. 

Lelia Coldwell’s (1987) 
motion for shock probation 
was denied. She was previ¬ 
ously sentenced to three 
years. 

Amber Brandenburg 
(1986) pled guilty to receiv¬ 
ing stolen property under 
$500. She was sentenced 
to time served, which was 
46 days. 

William Abner (1973) 
was sentenced to eight 
years for first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance and convicted felon 
in possession of a hand¬ 
gun. 

Steven D. Fugate (1970) 
was in court for a status 
hearing on the charge of 
promoting contraband in 
the first degree. The judge 
ordered a drug test, but 
Fugate said he could not 
produce. Later, after con¬ 
suming quite a bit of flu¬ 
ids, Fugate said he still 
could not produce, so Jones 
asked if he would test posi¬ 
tive, and if he would admit 
it he would not give him the 
full 30 days. Fugate said he 
would test for marijuana, 
and Jones sentenced him 
to 15 days. 

Anthony E. Vickers 
(i960) wanted to with¬ 
draw his plea in a case that 


contained the charges of 
burglary in the third degree, 
possession of burglary tools, 
criminal mischief in the 
third degree and possession 
of marijuana. 

Following extensive 
discussion between Jones, 
Vickers and public defender 
Bryant, Vickers eventually 
saw the wisdom of accepting 
the plea. 

He was sentenced to 
two years, but has already 
served eight months, mak¬ 
ing him parole eligible. 

Jones told him that if he 
rejected the plea and went 
to trial he could face five 
years. 

The judge said he would 
inquire why Jerry Addison 
(1993) had been rejected 
from drug court. Addison’s 
attorney, Francisky, said 
that he only had misde¬ 
meanor convictions. 

The cases against Robert 
L. Boyd (1986) and William 
D. McLaughlin, Jr., (1978) 
were dismissed without 
prejudice. 

A diversion revocation 
hearing will be held July 18 
for Tammy Overbee. 

Adam Clapp (1974) and 
his wife Tonilynn (1976) 
were in court for a status 
hearing on their charge of 
cultivating more than five 
marijuana plants. 

The wife had to spend 
time in jail earlier this year 
because she failed a drug 
test. However, Jones let 
her out early because test 
results came back showing 
that she was clean after tak¬ 
ing a second test. 

The husband went to 
jail last month after miss¬ 
ing a contact with Probation 
and Parole. He said his car 
wasn’t working, and he had 
no phone. 

In court Friday, Jones 
told Adam Clapp that he 
hoped he knew that he cut 
his jail time short. 

Clapp said he did, and 
he thanked the judge. 

Trying to explain why 
he did it, Jones said, “I don’t 
know. Maybe I had a rare fit 
of compassion.”

When preparing for this 
meeting, I asked the District 
2 director if there were any 
other groups in the district 
which had public meetings, 
besides the District Board. 
She said there weren’t. This 
oversight might be because 
over the last 18 months, the 
Extension Council and 4H 
council appear to only have 
met publicly on one occa¬ 
sion, the 19 th of March 2013. 
I would like to add, in that 
meeting, according to the 
official minutes, it appears 
only two members were in 
attendance from the Lee 
County Extension Council 
who were not already on the 
District Board. 

My point is. As far as I can 
ascertain from the minutes, a 
review of the last 18 months 
of the newspapers and from 
my memory over five years 
of being engaged in com¬ 
munity activities, I cannot 
find or recall any example 
of the board attempting to re¬ 
cruit, advertise, or encourage 
community participation on 
the Extension Council with 
the exception of perhaps a 
single letter which invited 
PEP participation sometime 
in April of 2013. 

Since the very starkly 
represented Extension Coun¬ 
cil and 4H Council only 
met publicly once over 18 
months, I looked at why. It 
appears they met with the 
District Board to discuss the 
qualifications/characteristics 
needed for a new 4H agent. 
At the next meeting, on April 
25, a new agent was intro¬ 
duced, a family member of a 
board member. According 
to the public record, there is 
no discussion of the results 
of advertising, the number 
and quality of candidates, or 
the rationale for selecting the 
new agent over the others. 
The impression, because the 
board failed to address these 
issues in a public manner is 
that there was something to 
hide. True or not, lacking 
any public record of the dis¬ 
cussions, that is reasonable 
impression. 

I was at the April 25 
meeting in response to the 
invitation to PEP. I remem¬ 
ber this, because I was there 
for a member’s resignation 
and made comments the 
new Youth 4H agent should 
consider expanding the role 
of the service beyond the 
normal “food triangle, grow 
tomatoes” paradigm to in¬ 
clude computer training and 
entrepreneurship utilizing 
the high speed hubs in Hei¬ 
delberg, Yellow Rock and 
PEP. The official minutes 
don’t reflect my attendance 
or any of my comments 
With regard to the sched¬ 
uling of meetings, as I have 
point out regularly to the 
board, the failure to provide 
adequate notice at times 
conducive to public partici¬ 
pation sends a very negative 
message. Morning and mid¬ 
day meetings with, routinely, 
one or two days notice does 
not make participation easy 
for most active members of 
the community, particularly 
those with families. I ap¬ 
plaud the effort to get the 
word out for this meeting, 
but not the morning time on 
a week day. 

With regard to the board 
membership, over the last 
18 months, it appears as if 


members are simply re-nomi¬ 
nated and sworn in when their 
term expires, which is standard 
practice for these types of 
boards, but not one that encour¬ 
ages community participation. 
Only one member resigned and 
that was to address a legal is¬ 
sue after a family member was 
hired. I became confused when 
a new member was nominated 
to replace the resigning mem¬ 
ber on April 25 2013, but no 
vote was taken and the issue 
was never brought up again. 
Even more disconcerting was 
the swearing in of Sherry Lan- 
ham as a member on August 
8, 2013. She attended meet¬ 
ings regularly, but apparently, 
without any reason given, was 
replaced on the board by Steve 
Mays nominee, Bub Reece, on 
December 23, 2013. 

From January 10, 2013 to 
May 29, 2014, the primary 
focus of the District Board has 
been to build a seven hundred 
plus thousand dollar complex, 
first at Happy Top, then at the 
Industrial Park. Based on the 
detailed discussion, first by the 
county attorney on November 
20, 2013 and again the UK at¬ 
torneys on January 30, 2014, 
who officially wanted their 
stance written into the record, 
it appears there was concern 
about the board’s changing of 
the project scope in order to 
prevent paying a prevailing 
wage, which wisely led the 
board to offer a new project. 

Throughout the process only 
one contractor was at the board 


meetings and on December 
23, 2013 he was awarded 
without competition the con¬ 
tract to put in the phone, 
water, sewer, and electric for 
$12702.42. Strangely enough 
this is very near the difference 
between the two lowest bids 
offered. This is yet another 
example of what appears to be 
a process stacked in favor of a 
board connected individual. 

The board’s changing 
of policy, to deal with my 
queries which have included 
open records requests for 
previously allowed docu¬ 
ments to review, and poor 
representation of comments 
in the official minutes, cre¬ 
ates even more suspicion 
regarding board culture and 
coupled with my research of 
this body’s actions and focus, 
calls into question adherence 
to the recommended practices 
of: 

1 .Having a well defined clear 
mission statement to serve as 
a platform for policies, op¬ 
erational plans and resource 
allocations that further the 
interest of Extension in the 
county. 

2. Documenting the exact na¬ 
ture of financial decisions and 
business conducted during 
meetings. Any issue which 
results from these actions and 
further actions taken should 
also be documented. 

3. Entering into closed ses¬ 
sions in accordance with 
KRS 61.810. Documenting 
any conclusions or deci¬ 


sions reached during a session 
closed to the public minutes 
as stated in KRS 61.815 and 
clarified in OAG 81-387. 

4.Maintaining a transparent 
competitive selection process 
for procurement of goods and 
services. In conclusion, it 
would seem the focus of this 
board has not been to expand 
outreach and engage a larger 
and more diverse group of 
stake holders, but instead the 
vast majority of this body’s 
time has been spent on build¬ 
ing new infrastructure without 
feeling the need to adequately 
explain the value to the pro¬ 
gram or demonstrating an 
understanding of the current 
and future impact on taxing 
an already economically de¬ 
pressed community. 

Again, thank you for let¬ 
ting me speak and enter my 
impressions into the public 
record. The critical tone has 
not been pleasant for me to 
express, but I feel necessary 
to address what I see as a 
body that, with the best inten¬ 
tions, has, because of routine 
practices, become isolated 
from a broad section of the 
community and is out of touch 
with current trends in region¬ 
alization and the intent of the 
Extension Service Program, 
which is to “Make a difference 
in the lives of Kentucky citi¬ 
zens through research based 
education” not adding costly 
infrastructure.
